The Club Deportivo Saprissa was 
established iby its President, Mr. Ri- 
cardo Saprissa Ayma, famous ex- 
star of the Professional Soccer Foot- 
ball [Association of Spain, 

His clubs were Deportivo Espagnol 
and Barcelona. 

During the past eight years the 
National Costa Rica team has in- 


cluded at least seven of Deportivo 
Saprissa’s team. This team partici- 
pated in the elimination series of 
the World Cup series in 1958 and 
lost O—1 to Mexico. 


Since 1950 Deportivo Saprissa has 
been Champions of Costa Rica on 
five. occasions and runners-up on 
the other three. 
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Freedom ¢11d individual liberty, zealously guarded by all Costa Ricans, 
are best epitomised in its formerly majestic forts which now are 


histerical and archeological museums. 


Where is Costa Rica? Between North and South America, where 
Mexico tapers down to the Panema Canal, there are six small republics 
which constitute most of Central America. 

They are Guatemala, Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua, Coste Rica 
and Panama in thet order. 

Nicaragua is the largest in area, but Guatemalia with its 3,590,000 
citizens is the most populous. 

\Costa Rica has a population of approximately 1,000,000 and is 19,656 
square miles in area. ss 

Most of this region is mountainous, ¢svered with thick tropical 
forest on the Atlantic slopes, which rezeivemost of the rains brought by 
the monsoons. 

Tt is, therefore, on the Pacific side that most of the people live. 

All are Indians or have Indian blood to @ greater or lesser degree. 

Bananas, coffee and sugar are their main exports. 

Its capital San Jose has a population of approximately 100,000. 

It is noted for its fine Cathedral, University and Observatory.

Since the advent of the Federa- 
tion two and a half years ago 
Sydney club soccer is really boom- 
ing and one ‘can safely say that 
interest in club soccer has never 
been higher in the history of the 
code in New South Wales. 

Crowds at club games are conti- 
nually on the increase and major 
crowds eve to be found regularly al 
the BE. S. Marks Field, Lambert Park, 
‘Arlington Oval, MacArthur Park 
and Corrimal’s Memorial Drive. 

A proof of the growing popularity 
of Sydney soccer is the wide 
coverage given by the daily Press. 

Three years ago, under NSW\A 
ciation control, cluy so2cer hardly 
rated a mention in the sports 
pages of our Press; today all this 
has changed and no responsible 
leading paper can afford to ignore 
the code. 

Teams like Prague, Canterbury, 
Hakoah and APIA enjoy the largest 
following, but all clubs are building 
up fine public support and a team 
like North ‘Side United could deve- 
lop a big following as they become 
better known on the North Shore. 

Sydney's most soccer-conscious 
areas are Leichhardt, Granville, 
Auburn, Bankstown and the Eastern 
Suburbs, which has a large mig- 
vant population. 

Italo-Aussie club which has taken 
over Lambert Park from the now 
defunct Leichhardt-Annandale thave 
the most ‘consistent and faithful 
following when playing at home or 
away and Lambert Park has once 
again become one of Australia’s 
leading soccer grounds. 

Prague and Hakoah, who are only 
nine years old, are following the

Balgownie, founded in 1885, and 
Granville in 1880 are two of the 
Commonwealth’s oldest clubs and 
Australia’s greatest player Judy 
Masters played for the ”Villagers”. 

Two-year-old Budapest is the 
*paby” of Sydney clubs, but will no 
doubt gain a fine tradition as year 
go by. 

Star-studded Prague is considered 
by experts as Australia’s glamor 
team and possibly the best-ever 
Australien club team thanks to the 
importation of some of Austria’s 
most talented players. 

Seven Prague stars will be seen 
in action today and spectators will 
find is easy to understand why the 
team is still undefeated, though 
given very hard games, this season. 


Concord, Granville and North Side 
have adopted youth policies and 
their approach to this year’s com~- 
petition is the gradual introduction 
of youngsters and intensive conzentra 
tion on coaching and conditioning 
of players. 


Most broadminded and competent 
experts agree that soccer is des- 
tined to great things in Australia. 

In Sydney the Federation has 
certainly put the game ahead ten 
years. 

There is still a lot of work to be
